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SECRETARY’S  REPORT 


To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the 
Lawrence  City  Mission: — 

When  we  held  our  last  Annual  Meeting  the  city  was  passing 
through  the  epidemic  of  influenza.  The  energies  of  all  social 
organizations  were  for  weeks  concentrated  in  the  effort  to  meet 
the  emergency.  The  Board  of  Health  was  fortunate  in  having 
a  corps  of  trained  nurses  upon  whom  to  call.  With  the  spirit 
of  soldiers  at  the  front  these  young  women  faced  the  danger  and 
endured  the  toil.  When  it  became  evident  that  established 
agencies  were  incapable  of  caring  adequately  for  all  the  cases  of 
sickness  the  aid  of  the  State  was  asked  and  an  emergency  camp 
hospital  was  hastily  established  on  Emery’s  Hill.  This  was 
maintained  until  the  advance  of  winter  weather  and  the  receding 
of  the  epidemic  made  it  wise  to  transfer  the  work  to  an  improvised 
ward  of  the  Lawrence  General  Hospital. 

The  Lawrence  City  Mission  found  its  special  opportunity 
in  solving  the  knotty  social  problems  incidental  to  the  temporary 
or  permanent  sundering  of  family  ties.  When  the  public  health 
authorities  removed  from  home  to  hospital  the  sick  adults  of  a 
family  the  children  who  were  still  free  from  sickness  or  who  were 
already  convalescing  needed  care  and  guidance.  There  were 
many  cases  where  we  assisted  in  getting  these  little  ones  under  the 
protection  of  relatives.  In  not  a  few  instances  parents  had  been 
taken  to  the  Emergency  Hospital  and  their  little  children  to  the 
Lawrence  General  Hospital.  As  recovery  of  health  followed  it 
was  no  small  labor  to  reunite  these  sundered  families.  When 
both  the  parents  had  died  permanent  homes  had  to  be  found  for 
the  orphans.  There  was  one  morning  when  we  received  word  from 
the  Lawrence  General  Hospital  that  there  were  twenty-six  con- 
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valescent  little  people  there  ready  for  discharge  and  that  the  names 
and  former  residences  of  three  babies  had  not  been  given  when 
they  were  brought  in.  It  took  some  days  and  much  visiting  and 
telephoning  to  get  all  these  children  properly  placed;  but  we  had 
the  satisfaction  of  seeing  the  task  accomplished. 

One  of  the  problems  incident  to  the  epidemic  has  given  us 
occupation  the  whole  year.  Orphans,  deprived  of  both  parents 
and  who  had  no  relatives  able  to  assume  their  support,  were  placed 
as  soon  as  possible  in  the  care  of  responsible  child  protecting 
agencies,  or  committed  to  the  custody  of  the  state.  Widows 
left  with  dependent  children  came  almost  automatically  under 
the  “Mothers’  Act,”  and  were  provided  with  support  in  their 
own  homes.  The  difficult  problem  was  the  widower  with  several 
children.  Some  of  these  men  became  almost  distracted  by  their 
inability  to  find  proper  persons  to  care  for  their  motherless  little 
ones.  The  high  cost  of  living  also  raised  the  price  of  children’s 
board,  and  fathers  were  unable  to  pay  the  price  even  when  women 
were  found  who  were  willing  to  receive  children  into  their  homes 
for  pay. 

Our  work  was  just  settling  back  into  its  normal  routine  when 
a  request,  which  in  its  urgency  was  practically  a  demand,  was 
received  that  we  loan  Miss  Church  to  the  Essex  County  Chapter 
of  the  Red  Cross  for  supervising  work  in  the  Home  Service  De¬ 
partment.  We  could  not  refuse,  and  for  three  winter  months 
she  gave  four  days  each  week  to  the  County  work  and  spent  two 
days  here.  By  this  plan  she  was  able  to  continue  in  her  place 
on  the  local  Home  Service  Committee  of  the  Red  Cross,  and  give 
her  advice  in  the  child  protecting  efforts  of  the  City  Mission. 
We  were  fortunate  in  securing  Mrs.  Marion  G.  Smith  as  her  sub¬ 
stitute  in  visiting.  Reference  to  our  treasurer’s  report  shows 
that  during  the  year  we  spent  for  the  item  of  transportation  the 
unprecedented  sum  of  $216.14.  Practically  all  of  that  went  to 
pay  for  street  car  fares  and  automobile  hire  in  our  moving  of 
patients,  adult  or  infant,  to  and  from  hospitals  or  into  selected 
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boarding  homes.  The  expenditure  would  have  been  much  larger 
had  not  generous  friends  contributed  their  own  services  and 
machines  for  many  hours  and  many  miles.  In  one  instance  a 
chauffeur  and  closed  car  were  sent  to  take  a  crippled  girl  accom¬ 
panied  by  her  mother  and  a  nurse  over  the  forty  miles  from 
Lawrence  to  the  Hospital  School  at  Canton. 

From  early  in  February  until  well  into  May  the  strike  against 
the  textile  mills  was  in  progress.  The  usual  conditions  of  in¬ 
dustrial  strife  obtained.  The  familiar  charges  and  counter  charges 
were  locally  made  and  widely  published.  The  customary  gather¬ 
ing  of  news  writers  was  noted.  As  in  1912  a  strike  begun  when 
business  was  depressed,  was  carried  on  until  business  conditions 
had  improved,  and  after  the  loss  of  a  quarter  of  a  year’s  wages 
the  workers  returned  to  their  places  to  receive  a  considerable 
advance  in  their  pay. 

The  position  of  the  social  worker  during  a  strike  is  one  of 
peculiar  delicacy.  One  is  not  at  liberty  to  take  a  stand  on  either 
side  of  the  question  at  issue.  One  is  in  a  position  to  see  both  sides, 
the  wisdom  and  the  folly,  the  fairness  and  the  prejudice  exhibited 
by  each.  The  City  Mission  followed  the  policy  adopted  a  quarter 
of  a  century  ago,  to  do  nothing  with  the  purpose  either  to  break 
or  to  prolong  the  strike.  There  was  work  enough  to  do  in  min¬ 
istering  to  the  needs,  either  material  or  mental,  of  families  or  of 
individuals  who  suffered  loss  of  employment,  of  property  or  of 
health  in  consequence  of  the  strike,  but  who  were  not  eligible  to 
relief  from  the  strikers’  funds. 

Throughout  the  year  we  have  carried  on  our  accustomed 
work  in  behalf  of  people  in  all  sorts  of  trouble.  The  man-slayer 
and  the  family  of  his  victim  have  received  our  attention.  The 
neglectful  parent  and  the  neglected  child,  the  considerate  parent 
and  the  disobedient  child  have  been  noticed.  Families  and  single 
individuals  to  the  number  of  910  cases,  including  3,266  persons, 
have  been  given  some  sort  of  consideration.  More  than  fifty 
have  been  introduced  to  some  appropriate  institutional  care. 
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Children  placed  at  board  and  kept  under  our  supervision  have 
numbered  38.  Over  them  our  care  has  been  exerted;  for  them 
$5,382.53  have  been  expended,  and  on  their  account  $4,238.71 
have  been  collected  from  their  parents  and  $689.19  from  the  City 
of  Lawrence,  whose  department  of  Charities  has  employed  us  as 
its  agent  to  care  for  certain  orphans.  The  balance  against  us  is 
$454.63,  which  is  properly  chargeable  to  charity  in  behalf  of  the 
neglected  and  orphaned. 

As  the  local  agent  of  the  Massachusetts  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  our  Secretary  has  investigated 
39  cases.  In  these  there  were  86  different  children,  of  whom  5 
were  sent  away  as  delinquent  and  18  as  neglected,  and  for  5  legal 
guardians  were  obtained  by  petition  to  the  Probate  Court. 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  the  emphasis  placed  on  the 
subject  of  public  health.  National,  state  and  local  boards  of 
health  have  stimulated  each  other,  and  the  result  in  Lawrence 
has  been  the  strengthening  of  old  and  the  organizing  of  new  de¬ 
partments.  The  City  Mission  has  been  in  intimate  relation  to 
these  movements.  Not  only  have  members  of  our  staff  helped 
by  personal  service  throughout  the  influenza  epidemic,  intro¬ 
duced  patients  to  various  hospitals,  assisted  parents  to  have  the 
defective  eyes,  ears,  throats,  teeth  and  crooked  legs  of  their 
children  properly  treated,  and  been  in  frequent  attendance  with 
patients  at  the  appropriate  clinics;  they  have  actively  shared  with 
the  department  of  health  in  extending  the  usefulness  of  clinics. 
Our  women  workers  have  given  large  attention  to  the  health  needs 
of  young  women,  especially  to  such  as  are  brought  into  Court 
for  immorality  and  are  found  to  be  diseased.  One  of  our  workers 
is  doing  generous  volunteer  service  by  attendance  each  week  at 
the  women’s  clinic  for  social  diseases. 

A  well  known  writer  on  social  service  has  intimated  that 
while  the  Good  Samaritan  did  a  fine,  neighborly  act  for  the  traveler 
who  fell  among  thieves  it  was  the  duty  of  the  community  to  police 
the  road  between  Jerusalem  and  Jericho  and  clear  it  of  thieves. 
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Successive  governments  of  Palestine  from  the  days  of  the  Roman 
Empire  till  now  have  failed  to  do  this.  It  is  not  the  intention  of 
the  good  people  of  Lawrence,  however,  to  fail  in  community 
service.  The  year  1919  promises  to  be  memorable  for  the  co¬ 
ordinating  of  health,  educational  and  social  agencies.  Originat¬ 
ing  in  a  suggestion  from  the  State  Board  of  Health  the  idea  of  a 
Community  Council  has  been  developed  in  recent  months.  This 
new  organization  is  broad  enough  to  include  both  public  and 
private  agencies,  and  is  fitted  to  unite  all  in  remedial,  reconstruc¬ 
tive  and  educational  processes.  The  City  Mission  through  its 
Secretary  is  represented  in  the  Council.  We  hope  to  contribute 
to  and  share  in  the  advantages  of  the  movement.  We  hope  that 
by  united  intelligence  and  co-ordinated  effort  the  path  of  life 
may  be  cleared  of  some  of  the  dangers  that  have  till  now  assailed 
the  youth  and  the  stranger  in  American  cities.  There  is  something 
more  to  be  done  than  healing  and  comforting  the  individual 
sufferer.  Unhealthful,  immoral  and  unsocial  conditions  ought 
to  be  removed.  They  can  be  removed  if  the  social  organizations 
which  have  till  now  been  content  to  do  their  special  work  in  their 
splendidly  efficient  way  can  so  unite  as  to  present  an  unbroken 
front  to  every  foe  of  humanity. 

Were  there  time  it  would  be  a  pleasure  to  mention  in  particu¬ 
lar  the  people,  the  incidents  and  the  successes  which  have  made 
the  year’s  work  a  constant  joy  to  the  workers.  We  are  compelled 
by  our  sense  of  gratitude  and  of  justice  to  record  the  fact  that  no 
year  in  our  history  has  been  so  rich  in  our  enjoyment  of  wide-co- 
operation,  sympathy,  support  and  appreciation.  That  wre  are 
repeatedly  asked  to  take  up  difficult  problems  we  esteem  a  com¬ 
pliment.  That  wTe  never  appeal  for  money  without  receiving  a 
liberal  response  we  consider  a  mark  of  confidence.  That  we 
get  occasional  letters  of  approval  gives  us  new  courage.  That 
former  beneficiaries  return  occasionally  to  express  their  thanks 
makes  us  glad. 
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This  report  may  close  by  the  narration  of  one  of  these  inci- 
.  dents.  A  few  weeks  ago  a  fine  looking  young  man  introduced 
himself.  He  was  the  oldest  of  three  boys  whom  the  Missionary 
ten  years  ago  had  taken  from  a  dissulate  mother  and  had  com¬ 
mitted  to  the  custody  of  the  State.  He  and  his  brothers  had 
attained  success  and  were  desirous  of  discovering  what  might  have 
become  of  their  mother.  She  had  disappeared  immediately 
after  the  breaking  up  of  the  family.  But  the  young  man  assured 
the  Missionary  that  the  separation  from  her  had  been  the  right 
step  an4  that  the  three  boys  were  grateful. 
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REPORT  OF  CHILD  WELFARE  DEPARTMENT

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the 
Lawrence  City  Mission: — 

A  year  and  a  half  ago  under  the  direction  of  our  chairman, 
Mrs.  Sherman,  the  Child  Welfare  Committee  of  the  City  Mission 
joined  with  representatives  of  other  organizations  and  formed  a 
general  Child  Welfare  Committee  to  develop  a  City  programme 
and  thus  they  have  served  the  greater  need  leaving  Tor  the  time 
this  department  to  intensify  its  regular  work. 

The  sacredness  of  child  life  was  never  more  emphasized  than 
in  the  years  of  the  world  war.  A  new  impetus  has  been  given  to 
the  development  and  protection  of  the  child.  The  international 
Conference  at  Washington  last  spring  brought  to  us  the  highest 
ideals  of  the  value  of  human  life  and  the  responsibility  of  society 
for  the  well-being  of  each  child.  It  was  with  this  thought  in  mind 
that  the  City  Mission  in  June,  1918,  relinquished  to  the  City  its 
pioneer  work  of  sending  nurses  into  the  homes  to  care  for  the 
babies.  The  Board  of  Health  with  its  corps  of  Public  Health 
Nurses  has  been  supervising  the  health  of  almost  5,000  children 
in  their  homes  in  contrast  with  the  450  which  as  a  private  agency 
we  had  been  able  to  reach  the  previous  year. 

The  work  with  the  infants  is  but  a  part  of  the  long  plan  of 
giving  to  each  child  in  the  City  an  equal  physical  opportunity. 
The  examination  of  the  school  children  showed  that  there  were 
many  who  needed  special  attention.  In  some  cases  as  soon  as 
the  parent  was  convinced  of  the  need  the  doctor’s  recommenda- 
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tion  was  carried  out;  other  parents  required  much  patient  urging 
while  a  few  felt  they  could  not  afford  to  pay  for  this  special  atten¬ 
tion.  These  latter  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  our  depart¬ 
ment  and  the  same  attention  was  given  to  them  as  we  have  tried 
to  give  to  the  children  in  our  relief  families  and  to  children  whom 
we  place  out  in  boarding  homes.  The  Lawrence  General  Hospital 
has  been  most  co-operative  and  has  received  34  children  at  our 
request.  They  have  given  many  weeks  of  care  and  may  opera¬ 
tions  have  been  performed,  the  parents  paying  as  they  were  able 

• 

Not  a  few  of  the  cases  in  our  department  are  referred  by  the 
social  service  departments  of  Boston  hospitals.  We  are  asked 
to  supervise  living  conditions  and  to  see  that  the  good  done  by 
the  weeks  of  care  in  the  Hospital  will  not  be  lost  by  a  return  to 
the  same  situation  which  contributed  to  the  original  illness. 

We  have  had  38  different  children  under  our  supervision  in 
foster  homes  during  the  past  year.  Of  these  children  15  have 
been  in  the  same  foster  homes  for  over  two  years  and  not  only 
seem  to  belong  to  the  family  but  to  belong  to  us.  Most  of  our 
children  are  half  orphans.  In  but  three  cases  are  both  parents 
living  and  they  are  living  apart.  Eight  of  our  children  are  illegiti¬ 
mate  and  we  are  proud  of  the  devotion  of  the  mothers,  who  are 
faithfully  supporting  their  babies  and  carrying  themselves  beyond 
reproach.  Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  our  foster  mothers 
who  patiently  carried  their  little  charges  through  the  epidemic; 
and  we  must  pay  grateful  honor  to  Mrs.  Lucy  McNamara  who 
for  four  years  devotedly  worked  with  us  caring  for  several  of  our 
difficult  babies.  She  died  at  Emery  Hill  after  a  brief  illness 
leaving  four  young  children. 

With  the  epidemic  we  had  thrust  upon  us  an  increased  number 
of  applications  to  place  children  at  board.  Mothers  died  leaving 
from  two  to  seven  or  eight  little  children.  Fathers  weakened  by 
illness  were  in  distress.  Each  case  must  be  considered  carefully 
and  yet  acted  upon  quickly.  Sometimes  a  relative  could  be  found 
in  another  city  or  town,  neighbors  would  volunteer,  and  most 
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touching  of  all,  several  mothers,  with  the  feeling,  “what  if  it  were 
my  little  baby”  answered  the  call  of  the  City  Mission  and  offered 
to  take  into  their  own  homes  these  tiny,  motherless  babies,  irre¬ 
spective  of  nationality,  till  permanent  arrangements  could  be 
made. 

The  General  Hospital  which  had  generously  opened  its  doors 
to  the  little  children  whose  mothers  were  too  ill  to  care  for  them 
found  itself  handicapped  when  it  came  time  to  discharge  these 
little  ones  and  the  City  Mission  was  glad  to  be  able  to  offer  its 
services  in  looking  up  the  home  situation  and  preparing  for  the 
return  of  the  children.  Here  we  found  the  need  of  extra  nourish¬ 
ment,  there  the  guiding  of  the  widow  to  aid  from  the  City  under 
the  Mothers’  Act,  and  again  the  death  of  both  parents  and  the 
search  for  relatives. 

The  other  side  of  our  work,  the  protective,  has  brought  to  us 
many  problems  which  have  required  time  and  patience.  Whole 
days  have  been  given  individuals,  both  boys  and  girls,  in  an 
attempt  to  remove  them  from  dangerous  and  demoralizing  sur¬ 
roundings  and  place  them  under  conditions  favorable  to  their 
development  into  useful  members  of  Society,  or  which  would  insure 
their  permanent  restraint. 

As  we  measure  the  children  mentally  as  well  as  physically 
we  are  brought  to  a  full  realization  that  the  protection  of  the 
individual  must  go  hand  in  hand  with  the  elimination  of 
causes.  Then  only  can  we  justify  ourselves. 

In  closing  this  report  we  wish  to  thank  the  many  societies 
and  individuals  who  have  made  little  garments  for  our  children 
and  helped  in  their  transportation.  We  wish  also  to  pay  tribute 
to  the  memory  of  Mrs.  Irving  Sargent  who  since  the  development 
of  the  special  work  with  children  has  been  a  member  of  our  com¬ 
mittee.

—  OF  THE  — 

LAWRENCE  CITY  MISSION 


ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

The  name  of  this  association  shall  be  the  “Lawrence 
City  Mission.” 


ARTICEE  II  —  LOCATION 

This  Association  shall  be  established  and  located  at 
Lawrence,  in  the  County  of  Essex,  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 


article  hi  —  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Association  is  the  management  and 
direction  of  such  of  the  public  charities  of  the  City  of  Law¬ 
rence  as  may  be  intrusted  to  it,  together  with  a  general  phil¬ 
anthropic  and  moral  work. 


BY-LAWS 


FIRST  —  MEETINGS 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Lawrence  City  Mission  shall 
be  held  at  such  time  and  place  in  the  month  of  October,  each, 
year,  as  the  City  Missionary  shall  appoint ;  and  notice  thereof 
shall  be  sent  by  mail  at  least  three  days  before. 
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SECOND  —  SPECIAL  MEETINGS 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  City 
Missionar}',  notice  thereof  being  given  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  regular  meetings. 

THIRD  —  OFFICERS 

The  Officers  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secre¬ 
tary,  Treasurer  and  Auditor.  These  officers  together  with 
four  members  of  the  Mission  elected  at  the  annual  meeting 
shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee  which  shall  meet  at 
the  call  of  its  chairman,  and  shall  have  authority  to  act  dur¬ 
ing  the  interim  between  meetings  of  the  Mission.  The  City 
Missionary  shall  be  ex-officio  Secretary. 

FOURTH  —  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

The  duties  of  the  officers  shall  be  such  as  usually  per¬ 
tain  to  their  positions,  and  such  as  the  Society  may  impose 
upon  them. 


FIFTH  —  TERM  OF  OFFICE 

The  officers  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  one  year, 
and  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

SIXTH  —  MEMBERS 

New  members  may  be  admitted  by  vote  at  an}’  regular 
or  special  meeting.  Membership  may  be  terminated  by  vote 
at  the  annual  meeting.

These  By-Eaws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  corporation  regularly  called,  notice  of  the  proposed 
alterations  being  given  in  the  call  for  said  meeting.
